Annual  Educational  Tours 
Include  Europe,  Hawaii 


The  1963  summer  educational 
tours  planned  by  the  Department 
of  Social  Sciences  at  Northwestern 
State  College  are  the  most  am- 
bitious undertaken  in  the  depart- 
ment's long  history  of  summer 
tour?. 

In  addition  to  a  tour  of  the 
southwest  United  States,  with  an 
optional  side-tour  to  Hawaii,  the 
NSC  department  has  scheduled  a 
tour  of  Western  Europe,  the  first 
in  a  series  of  overseas  tours.  Both

The  in-and-out  Demons  played 
Nicholls,  McNeese,  and  South- 
western in  recent  contests  away 
from  home,  with  the  latter  two 
being  important  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference games.

One  win  was  a 
conference  victory  over  Louisiana 
Tech  by  a  narrow  82-80  margin 
in  overtime.

Northwestern  plays  six  oppon- 
ents in  February,  in  addition  to 
their  game  with  the  Southerners. 
They  meet  Southeastern,  South- 
western, and  Centenary  at  home 
and  Louisiana  College,  East  Texas 
Baptist,  and  Louisiana  Tech  in 
road  tilts. 

Guard  Tommy  Matins  has  been 
the  most  consistent  performer  for 
the  Demons  and  should  vie  for  a 
position  on  the  All-GSC  team. 
Mathis  has  averaged  better  than 
17  points  per  game  overall  and 
19  in  GSC  contests.

The   European  Tour 

I  he  European  tour,  which 
guarantees  departure,  features 
\i-its  to  some  of  Europe's  capital 
i  ities  including  London,  Rome, 
and  Paris.  It  will  also  include  an 
itinerary  designed  to  acquaint  par- 
ticipants with  major  geographic 
features  and  historic  sites  in  coun- 
tries visited. 

This  tour  marks  the  first  occa- 
sion a  state  college  of  Louisiana 
has  offered  an  overseas  trip. 
Scheduled  for  departure  from 
New  York  on  Aug.  4,  the  tour 
group  will  travel  an  estimated 
4500  to  5000  miles  through  eight 
countries,  and  return  on  Aug.  25. 

The  Southwest  and   Hawaii 

The  tour  of  the  United  States, 
thirteenth  in  the  NSC  series, 
travels  through  the  Southwest, 
with  an  optional  2.091  mile  trip 
scheduled  for  the  Hawaiian 
islands. 

To  leave  from  Natchitoches  on 
Aug.  4,  travel  through  Texas,  New 
Mexico.  Arizona,  and  at  San 
Diego,  Calif.,  the  alternate  (Plan 
B)  group  will  depart  for  Hawaii, 
to  rejoin  the  other  tourists  at  San 
Francisco  following  their  visit  to 
the  fiftieth  state. 

On  the  return  trip,  the  group 
will  visit  Las  Vegas,  Nev.,  and 
travel  through  the  Northern  sec- 
tions of  the  states  mentioned  be- 
fore, arriving  back  in  Natchi- 
toches on  Aug.  25.

Several   Projects  Inaugurated 

Dr.  Stokes  states  that  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Institute  is  to  pro- 
mote a  greater  knowledge  and 
understanding  of  Louisiana  and 
its  setting.  According  to  the  di- 
rector, although  Louisiana  Studies 
has  been  the  significant  accom- 
plishment, a  number  of  other 
projects  have  been  inaugurated 
during  the   Institute's   first  year. 

One  of  the  most  important  un- 
dertakings was  the  establishment 
of  a  photographic  library  for  re- 
search on  and  preservation  of  the 
Louisiana  scene.  The  initial  col- 
lection contains  over  1000  color 
and  black-and-white  photographs 
representing  most  areas  of  the 
State. 

Oldest  photograph  in  the  col- 
lection is  dated  1893,  and  every 
decade  of  the  twentieth  century  is 
represented,  with  the  bulk  of  the 
photographs  being  made  during 
the  1950's.  Contributions  of 
prints  and  negatives,  new  and  old, 
are  being  sought  by  the  Institute 
from  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions. 

The  Institute  also  includes 
among  its  projects  assisting  the 
continued  development  of  the 
Louisiana   archives  in   the  North-
